BOY SCOUTS GROWN UP 


T W ENTY-FIVE years ago the Boy Scouts of America weie 


organized, following the earlier lead of Great Britain and 
General Baden-Powell, to join in a m ovem ent that by and large 
has worked wonders for boys and their development. 
Scouting 
seems io have fitted in better during pre-adolescence and adol­ 
escence to meet the social requirements of boys than some other 
expedients. 
It does not appeal to all boys, but does to a great 
number ot them. 
The aim of the organization is to get one out 
of four boys enrolled, and that proportion seems near, a really 


remarkable achievement. 
Scouting, stripped of the frills and minor excrescences in­ 
evitable in such a large organization, is basically a sound idea, 
founded on getting lads of impressionable age outdoors. 
A boy 
led to an interest in the woods and what they contain can hardly 
come to harm provided the leader knows what to point out and 
study. 
It appeals to something inherent in every boy. 
it is 
“ fellowship” leading to leadership, because every leader has to 
be, at first, a follower. 
And all depends on the quality of the 


leader. 


MEN MAKE GOVERNMENT 


Discussing the wave of interest in the one-house state legislature 
which has arisen since Nebraska decided to try the experiment, the Cedar 
Rapids. Iowa, Gazette makes a pertinent statement. 
“Experience in the municipal field seems to show that forms of 
government are less important than the men who are inserted into the 
forms. 
Men of high caliber can make any form of government work 
fairly well; men of low caliber can make any form look bad.” 
That is the reason why a city manager plan of government works 
well in one city and fails miserably in another. There is a lesson in that 
lor the voter who thinks his duty is done when he has cast his ballot 
and who doesn’t pay much attention to civic affairs between election 
days.

nice salad, but I don’t want it. I ’m 
NOT going to eat any more salads 
at all—unless I feel like it—not to­ 
night. not tomorrow night, not any 
more nights, ever again.” 
I MIGHT say that, but I wouldn’t 
bet on it. . . . Because salads are 
full of vitamins, and vitamins are 
the tyrants of today. 
If you don’t 
eat your salad you aren’t getting 
the right vitamins, and if you don't 
get them you get weak and pale and 
you die a couple of years before 
your time. . . . And if you don't eat 
>our salads you are setting a hor­ 
rible example for the children, and 
a father who sets a horrible ex­ 
ample for Iris children is practically 
a criminal. . . . He might as well 
be a drunkard or a gambler as a 
father who doesn’t eat his salad. 
I could hark back to the war­ 
like any other old soldier—and re­ 
member that for almost two years I 
hardly ate a salad. Just bread and 
meat and potatoes and dangerous 
water and rather bad wine, but no 
salads. 
No apples, no juicy pears, 
no orange juice. No green vitamins 
at all . . . . About once a year we d 
find some watercress in a stream 
and make a red wine dressing and 
make a salad—the way a puppy 
dog. when it s sick, goes off and eats 
grass. . . . But not more than once 
a year did we eat a salad, and we 
did quite well on that atrocious 
diet. 
So why should I eat salads NOW? 
But I know the answer to that 
defiant question, too. . . . I should 
eat them because I am now 17 
years older than I was then. I was 
young then, 1 am ancient now; and 
I must not do the things I used to 
do. It was ail very well for me to 
be a young idiot, but why should I 
deliberately be an old fool? 
So tonight, beaten down by sci­

But recently he dropped a bit of wisdom th at could be 
adopted by every adult as part of a sound philosophy of life, with benefit 
to society in general.

“I never announce anything until it is an established fact.’ 
If that precept were followed more universally there would be 
very few false rumors.

TIME TO END PARTY RAIDING 


Senator Woodward’s bill prohibiting what is known as party raiding 
in Pennsylvania has an excellent chance of being enacted at this session 
of the Legislature. This raiding abuse would have ended two years ago 
had not Governor Pinchot vetoed a similar bill passed by both the 
House and the Senate. At that time some persons were unkind enough 
to say that the governor had his eyes upon a seat in the United States 
Senate, and wished to be in a position to go into the primary fight on 
both the Republican and Democratic ballots. 
The evil effects of the practice were shown at the last election in 
legislative and congressional districts. 
Thus, by skillful maneuvering, 
candidates managed to get their names on both tickets, and the result 
was that thousands of Republican voters were deprived of the oppor­ 
tunity of voting for a candidate of their own party. It is a vicious system 
If the two-party method is to survive every candidate must run on one 
ticket only. 
As the law stands today a Republican can enter a Demo­ 
cratic primary and a Democrat can go after a Republican nomination 
This confuses the voters and offers broad opportunities for political 
adventurers. 
It is significant that Republican Chairman Taylor and Democnrtic 
Chairman Lawrence both favor this wholesome change in the law. There 
seems to be a rather general belief th at Governor Earle will sign such a 
bill if it is passed.

Both business and labor virtually 
have abandoned it. 
The 
Roosevelt 
administration 
seems to be making a pretence that 
it still is operative. But there is 
hardly a business that pretends to 
be operating under it—except for 
price monopolies, in certain fields. 
Labor openly denounces NRA codes 
as depriving it of rights. 
While Co-Ordinator Donald Rich- 
berg goes up and down the country 
making 
speeches 
concerning 
the 
“progress” of the NRA, the process 
of disintegration continues faster 
than ever. 
Not only that, even the adminis­ 
tration itself attacks itself! 
Most 
notable attacker is Francis Biddle, 
chairman of the national labor re­ 
lations board. 
Numerous persons have called this 
writer’s attention to these facts — 
thus he states them.

It is 
proceeding in an orderly, businesslike and cooperative manner and 
when completed in the course of a few weeks, will furnish a basis upon 
which an intelligent answer can be arrived at with respect to this com­ 
pany’s rates schedules in effect in the city of New Castle, 


Politics has been entirely eliminated in the investigation now in 
progress, all parties interested have manifested a willingness to reach 
a conclusion based on facts and sounds business principles. 
We be­ 
lieve that the majority of our customers and citizens of New Castle 
will approve the orderly manner that has been devised for ascertaining 
the facts upon which proper rate schedules can be based.

“Now,” said Reilly, showing the 
witness a photograph, “Do you rec­ 
ognize the man in this.” 
“Yes,” the witness said in a bark­ 
ing voice. 
“That’s Isidor Fisch? ’ 
“Yes.” 
Reilly asked whether Fisch ever 
came to his shop at 334 East 117th 
street. Streppone said yes, on May 
10, 1933. 
“He came in to hare a radio tested 
because he didn’t like It.” said the 
witness.

“It was also emphasized that Na­ 
tional banks may proceed imme­ 
diately to make loans for residential 
construction maturing in six months 
or less, with the assurance that 
such loans will be classified as or­

redis- 
countable at the Federal Reserve 
banks, provided 
the 
administra­ 
tion has given a commitment to in­ 
sure a mortgage on the property 
when the residence is completed. 
Because of special efforts to have 
legislatures amend state laws gov­
